MUSEUM GETS FINE MADONNA. 

The beautiful "Madonna and Child," 
reproduced on this page, has been re- 
cently acquired from the Ehrich Gal- 
leries by the Worcester Museum, and 
both seller and purchaser are to be 
congratulated on the transaction. 

The work, whicH so closely resem- 
bles that of Giovanni Bellini, as to have 
been attributed to that Master by 
many critics and connoisseurs, is prob- 
ably that of his pupil, Rocco Mar- 
coni, an attribution which the Museum 
accepts, and for which it argues, 
through its Director, Mr. Gertner, with 
much clearness and ability. 

Mr. Gertner says "The remarkable paint- 
ing has proved a puzzling: delight. Like

the similar painting in the National Gallery 
in London, it is worthy of Bellini himself. 
Beautiful however as the London painting 
may be, it is harder in drawing than ours 
and less gracious in its coloring, so that it 
seems scarcely unreasonable to conjecture 
that it may be an earlier and less practiced 
work by the same hand." As the panel in 
the National Gallery is still ascribed 
officially by that institution and by some of 
its consulting authorities to Giovanni Bel- 
lini, their opinion has been urged as a 
reason for a similar ascription in the case 
of the painting here. The motive to do so

is strengthened by the failure of recent 
attempts by certain critics to assign this 
London Madonna to other men, notably 
to Rondinello, whose bourgeois talent is 
wholly unable to account for so noble a 
painting." 

"Nevertheless, the most thorough stu- 
dents of Bellini's genius can no longer ac- 
cept the attribution given by the National 
Gallery. Intensely Bellirtesque as the 
picture is, it is certainly not primarily by 
the master's own hand." 

* * * 

•'The works of only one disciple of Bel- 
lini correspond in their finer characteristics 
to our picture. They are the earlier paint- 
ings of Rocco Marconi, those executed be- 
tween the time of his signed Madonna and 
Child in the Gallery at Strassburg, his first 
known work, shortly, after 1500, to the 
period of his masterpiece, the 'Deposition' 
in the Venice Academy. Till then his talent 
expanded under the successive influences of 
Bellini, Giorgione and Cima." 

* * * 

"Facts concerning the life of Rocco Mar- 
coni are scanty. They are summed up in 
the Catalogue of the Strassburg Kunstmu- 
seum, page 52, and in the articles by Dr. 
Gronau and others referred to there. 
Nearly all of Marconi's typical works, and 
some which are certainly not by him, are 
included in Mr. Berenson's list in his 'Ven- 
etian Painters.' " 

"The fact that Marconi's Madonna and 
Child at Strassburg is little known, and the 
relative weakness of his latest work, have 
caused much perplexity concerning him, so 
that even so experienced a critic as Sir 
Olaude Phillips has doubted whether Mar- 
coni really painted the remarkable and 
popular 'Deposition' in Venice. - It is to 
Mr. Berenson's credit that he was the first 
critic of reputation to appreciate justly 
Marconi's excellence in his early work.- See 
his 'Study and Criticism,' Vol. 1, p. 126. 
Mr. Berenson's attribution to Marconi of 
the 'Portrait of a Young Man' in the collec- 
tion of Mr. J. P. Carrington .(illustrated p. 
127), amounted almost to divination and 
was wholly worthy of,, the high standards 
of criticism he had at that time set for 
himself." 



McCORMICK HAS THE COROT. 

The Chicago Daily News, in a story 
recently published, and entitled "Clears 
Art Treasure Puzzle," relates that a 
"mysterious box" brought to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Harold McCormick at 
Lake Forest, III, some time ago, was 
opened and its contents examined by a 
Lloyds insurance agent, which deepened 
the mystery." It then says "the box in- 
cident was forgotten until now, when it 
is learned that the box contained a can- 
vas by Corot/ entitled Take Nemi/ and 
valued at from $65,000 to $85,000," and 
that "the picture is owned by Mr. Cy- 
rus — not Mr. Harold McCormick — and 
was loaned by the latter to the Chicago 
Art Institute in June last, where it still 
remains on exhibition." 

It will be remembered that a splendid 
example of Corot, entitled "Lake Nemi," 
and known as the "Newcomb Corot," was 
sold at the Plaza in a combined auction 
of pictures from several estates by the 
American Art Association last January 
—that all efforts to obtain the name of 
the purchaser at the time were in vain, 
but that the Art News announced exclu- 
sively that the painting had gone to • a 
•Chicago collector. 

So the Daily News story presumably 
reveals the purchaser and location of the 
picture which brought the record auction 
price for Corots. 

It is a pleasure to supplement the Chi- 
cago daily's story by this further infor- 
mation.

THE FRENCH ART MUSEUM. 

The protest against the newly or- 
ganized French Museum of Art which 
we published last week with all sincer- 
ity and. frankness, has brought ex- 
pected support from artists and art lov- 
ers from all over the country, and let- 
ters of endorsement of our position and 
argument on this question, continue to 
pour in. We publish elsewhere two 
sample communications, and would 
welcome an expression of views from 
other artists and art lovers who be- 
lieve, with us, that the new movement 
is apparently a snobbish and self-seek- 
ing one on the part of certain promoters 
at least, and that French art should 
not be exploited here at the expense of 
our own National art's upbuilding. 



TWO COLLECTORS GONE. 

The past summer saw the passing of 
two noted art collectors — Ferdinand 
Hermann and Charles H. Senff. 

Mr. Hermann'was a collector of dis- 
criminating taste and his collection was 
particularly mentioned by Dr. Bode on 
his visit here last November, as one of 
the most important in America, al- 
though not known to art lovers. 

Mr. Senff left a rarely good collec- 
tion of pictures to his widow, appraised 
at $822,300 by Mr. George Durand- 
Ruel as "expert," and a fine library. 
The paintings in the collection are val- 
ued by Mr. Durand-Ruel as follows: 
"The Burgomaster/' Franz Hals, $150,- 
000; Velasquez's "Portrait of Spinola," 
$75,000; seven Corots valued respect- 
ively at $45,000, $30,000, $20,000, $15,- 
000, $15,000, $5,000 and $3,000; Rem- 
brandt's "Portrait of a Girl," $50,000; 
Franz Hal's "Self Portrait," $10,000; 
P. de Hoogh's "Interior," $60,000; Hol- 
bein's "Portrait of An Old Man," $15,- 
000 ;~tw6' Ru'behs 1 at -$10j000' eath 1 ; a 1 
Hobbema at $20,000, and many other 
valuable works. The collection was 
especially mentioned by Dr. Bode on 
his last visit here. 



NEW ART MONTHLY. 

A new and elaborate monthly art 
magazine, to be entitled New York Art, 
is soon to publish its first issue. The 
publisher is Mr. Frederic Fairchild 
Sherman, who got out the Catalogs of 
the collections of Mr.' J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, and who is a friend of Miss 
Qreen's, M|r. Morgan's accomplished 
art Secretary and manager of his Gal- 
lery. Dr. Valentiner, of the Metro- 
politan Museum, is to be the Editor. 
It is reported that Dr. Valentiner at 
first declined the position, which he 
thought might be inconsistent with his 
Museum post, but that, after an intima- 
tion from official sources that his edi- 
torship of the new* Magazine would be 
favorably considered, he accepted the 
position. It is further reported that 
the new Magazine : will have large fi- 
nancial backing and will be conducted 
vigorously, and with some knowledge of 
art, viz., by other Lotus eaters.

NEW RUBENS COMING HERE. 

A letter received this week from 
Paris states that a new Rubens was re- 
cently discovered in Belgium and pro- 
nounced by "experts" as an authentic 
work of the master. Dr. Max Rooses, 
in a pamphlet, gives the history of this 
work which is entitled "Holy Woman 
Under the Apple Tree," and speaks of 
it in high terms. The correspondent 
states further that it has become the 
property of Mr. H. Van Slochem, the 
New York dealer. When seen by a 
representative of the American Art 
News, Mr. Van Slochem said that the 
canvas with other masterpieces acquired 
the past Summer will be shown at his 
gallery, 477 Fifth Ave., this Winter. 



EARLY DIRECTORY SOLD. 

The first New . York City Directory 
printed in 1786 has just been sold by 
Mr. George D. Smith for $2,750 to Mr. 
J. Clarence Davies. The book was for- 
merly in the library of the late Robert 
Hoe and it was purchased by Mr. Smith 
at part I of the sale, May, 1911, for 
$2,275. ' 

1 Among the private collectors who pos- 
sess copies are Mr. Henry E. Hunting- 
ton, who acquired his a short time ago, 
when he purchased the E. D. Church 
library, and Mr. Frederick R. Halsey, 
who has one with the title page in fac- 
simile. The New York Historical So- 
ciety has two copies; the Public Library 
one, slightly imperfect, and the Bar Asso- 
ciation, the American Geographical 
Society, and Columbia University each 
have one. 



MR. WIDENER'S VERMEER. 

A special correspondent of "The 
Sun," writing from Paris says : 

"An interesting discovery has been 
made in connection with the history of 
the picture by Vermeer of Delft 'Wo- 
man Weighing Pearls/ now in the col- 
lection of Mr. P. A. B. Widener, of 
Philadelphia. 

"While the history of the picture can 
be traced from May 16, 1696, when it 
was sold at Amsterdam for 155 florins, 
down to April 14, 1777, when it was 
again sold in the .same city, this time 
for 235 florins, its subsequent owner- 
ship until 1848, when it was sold at 
Christie's, is very indefinite,- practically 
all that was hitherto known concerning 
it being its sale at Munich on Decem- 
ber 5, 1826, for 800 florins. The name 
of the vendor on that occasion was un- 
known to Dr. Hofstede de Groot when 
he published the first volume of his re- 
vised and rewritten edition of Smith's 
'Catalogue Baisonne' of Dutch pic- 
tures." 

"That owner was, there can now be 
no doubt, the late King of Bavaria. At 
this sale it was purc;hast^4-^:|il»^|iiq-. 
de j tTaraman' ( X762-i§?>9 J y •'. who .was 
French Ambassador in Vienna, where 
he lived from 1815 to 1828. The Due 
de Caraman formed a fine collection of 
pictures, which, on his return from Vi- 
enna, he was compelled, to sell, the auc- 
tion taking place in the Salle Lebrun, 
21 Rue de Clery, Paris, on Monday, 
May 10, 1830, and two following days. 
The owner was described simply as 
'M: le Due de C -.' The sale cata- 
logue is excessively rare, there being, 
apparently only two copies of it .in 
Paris, one in a private collection, the 
owner of which is away from Paris, 
and the other is in the Bibliotheque 
Nationale. 

"From the Caraman , collection the 
picture passed into that of a much more 
famous ^ collector, M. Casim'ir Perier, 
whose collection was sent to Christie's 
in 1848, when it was bought in or 
bought for a member of the vendor's 
family for 135 guineas ($709). Its sub- 
sequent history is -too- well known to 
be repeated."

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, Oct. 16. 
1 am able to announce that the cele- 
brated collection of drawings by the 
Old Masters formed by John Postle 
Heseltine has just been purchased en 
bloc by Messrs. Colnaghi and Obach 
for a reported price of $1,000,000. Mr. 
Heseltine has devoted fifty years in 
forming this collection, which contains 
78 Rembrandts, 9 Durers, 32 Watteaus, 
18 ' Bouchers, and works by Michael 
Angelo, Ghirlandaio, Carpaccio, Fra 
Bartolommeo, Rubens, Van Dyck, 
Claude Lorraine and others— 600 in all. 
The questionof the reconstruction of 
the Regent Street Quadrant is once 
more to the fore, and once again the 
irreconcilable conflict of opinion as to 
how the work should be carried out 
makes a decision extremely difficult. 
That the requirements of the shop- 
keeper and the interests of his custo- 
mers should be first consulted would 
appear to be self-evident, but the archi- 
tectural enthusiast is apt to overlook 
this essential, probably in consequence 
of the difficulty of reconciling *he prap- 
tical with the aesthetic. That it is im- 
portant that this, one of the most 
prominent thoroughfares in the whole 
of London should be built on sound 
,and beautiful lines, all are agreed. It 
•is to be hoped that eventually the crea- 
tive genius will arise who will present 
us with the .design that shall impress us 
as being the inevitable thing and that 
he will moreover find it possible so to 
adapt it that it shall partake of the in- 
dividual character of the street of which 
it is to form a part. 

. Tlie new (Jrosvenor Gallery reopened 
its doors with an Inaugural Exhibition 
of chosen pictures and announces 
among its forthcoming. fixtures, shows 
by The National; Portrait Society and 
the International Society of Sculptors, 
Painters and Gravers.

The windows are mulljoned, and the 
exterior of the house is adorned with 
some especially interesting wood-carv- 
"iig. Another feature of this exhibit 
fres in the fireplaces, which have been 
preserved in their original state. It is 
not surprising that the latter-day craze 
for antique furniture has created the de- 
sire for appropriate houses in which to 
place it, and now that the art of res- 
toration has been brought to such a de- 
gree of perfection, the enjoyment of a 
genuine house of the Middle Ages has 
been brought within the realm of pos- 
sibility. England still holds, hidden i 
away among remote villages, removed j

from the onslaught of railway and mo- 
tor car, many a fine old panelled house 
which only needs the hand of a skilful 



restorer to renew the glories of its past. 

Although it would be folly to shut 

one's eyes, as so many of its devotees 

•are inclined to do, to the artistic limi- 



tations of photography, the present Ex- 
hibition at the Suffolk St. Galleries of 
the Royal Photographic Society is a 
revelation of its possibilities at the 
hands of the expert photographer. 
Portraiture finds excellent exponents in 
Frederick Hollyer and Furley Lewis, 
both of whom are adepts in the com- 
position and lighting of a subject with- 
out sacrifice of the character of the 
sitter. A cloud study by Fred Judge is 
a happy record of a beautiful aspect of 
nature, and William Farren's pictures 
of bird life are particularly to be noted. 
The Medical Society at their Galler- 
ies, 7 Grafton St., W., are showing an 
interesting collection of casts of por- 
trait medals by Italian artists of the 
Renaissance, dating from the middle of 
the 15th to the early part of the 17th 
century. The medallist of this period 
stood in very much the same relation 
to. his day, as does the miniaturist of 
more recent times and, thanks to the 
perfection to which he brought his 
craft, we have a whole portrait gal- 
lery, as it were, of the interesting per- 
sonalities ^of the Renaissance. The 
D'Estes, the Medicis and the ^ Kings 
and Queens of Europe were all immor- 
talized in medals, and some splendid 
examples of the skill of Pisanello, 
Caradossb, Matteo de Pasti and Gam- 
bello are among the exhibits. It is not 
surprising that the collection of por- 
trait medals is so rapidly growing in 
favor. . ........ 

Matisse is well represented in the 
Post-Impressionist Exhibition by a 
number of canvases in which he has 
developed his methods of simplifica- 
tion to such a degree that some at 
least of the essentials of his subjects 
have had perforce to be omitted. This 
notwithstanding his figures, as for in- 
stance, those in his canvas entitled 
"Portrait au Madras Rouge," which 
are extraordinarily life-like and arrest- 
ing, while his nudes testify to his abil- 
ity for bold draughtsmanship, even 
ttttiugh ! tftiS'^ay- Tte fT Hgflf otfsly } denied 
full play in such compositions as "Con- 
versation." To follow M. Picasso in 
his latest excursions into "Post Im- 
pressionism" is by no means easy to 
the uninstructed. That he has no de- 
sire to present things as they are is 
sufficiently obvious ; it would, however, 
be vain to assert that any sensation 
even remotely connected with "Buffalo 
Bill" is produced by his picture of that 
title, and the same may be said of oth- 
ers of his works. As experiments they 
are no doubt valuable, but we are in- 
clined to think that his point of view is 
too scientific to make any very direct 
appeal. The exhibition includes some 
specimens of Post-Impressionist sculp- 
ture by Matisse, and the Engilsh 
sculptor, Gill. The statue in Portland 
stone by the latter, lent by Mr ; Roger 
Fry, shows a fine feeling for line and ( 
is a powerful piece of work. 

Scotch National Gallery. 
The new arrangements for the hous- 
ing of the National Gallery of Scotland 
have not only conferred on Edinburgh 
a stately and imposing edifice but have 
enabled the Trustees to bring out of 
their enforced seclusion a number of 
interesting works of art which for- 
merly they lacked sufficient room to 
display. Among these are drawings by 
Fragonard and Rubens, a fine study in 
chalk by Watteau and pastels by Allan 
Ramsay, all of whch are worthy of the 
prominent positions they now occupy. 
Monticelli's "La Fete" enriches the 
walls with its mellow color, and one of 
the most decorative of Albert Moore's 
many decorative canvases, "Beads," is 
also well hung. The Diploma pictures 
of The Royal Scottish Academy are 
also on view in an adjacent building. 
These include works by William Or- 
pen, Sir James Guthrie and Miss Kath- 
erine Cameron. l. g.-s 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Oct. 16, 1912. 
The display of decorative art at the 
Salon d'Automne is too important to be 
overlooked. The two schools, the tech- 
nicians and the colorists, are both well 
represented. Among the colorists pre- 
eminent is Andre Mare, who exhibits an 
important group, a bit too audacious, 
to be frank. There are some cubic lu- 
cubrations, by Duchamp Villon, while 
Groult is progressing wonderfully. His 
dining room is perfect. I like less the 
girl's bedroom where the blue paper is 
too loud for that of the seats. 

The feature of the dining room, by 
Frank Scheidecker, is the stamped 
shiny copper plates all over the orna- 
mentation. His art is sober and ele- 
gant. Husseur's small room is amus- 
ing. Bigaux shows a bedroom and a 
studio for young maids. I like Miss 
Lloyd's girls' bedroom, which is clear 
and light, finely gay and young. Major-- 
elle's style is severe-,- as shown in his 
library desks in walnut and rosewood. 
Helle and Helle send a charming en- 
semble, a nursery with dolls, wooden 
animals, etc. Sue-and Huillard exhibit 
a study communicating with a smoking 
room-library. The first room is severe 
in style, the second a contrast — "tres 
fantaisiste," as a fact but somewhat tir- 
ing. Dufrene with Leroux has com- 
posed an effective study for M. Watel. 
His library, also done in collaboration 
with Leroux, is rich and discreet, a vio- 
let and gold symphony— and a real 
masterpiece. Paul Follot exhibits some 
important "ensembles." His dining 
room in green, cream and violet tones, 
with hand painted curtains, is delight- 
ful. His boudoir is tastefully furnished 
with tea table, glass case, writing desk 
and ornamented with decorative panels 
:by Charles Guerin. The Hall of Plu- 
met is clever, the Villa of Sezille inge- 
nious. Selmersheim's exhibits are not 
yet ready, alas ! 

"The Golden Section," at the Galerie 
de la Boetie/ has • an attractive title — 
but what a terrible show it is. The Cu- 
bists are afraid of their own appella- 
tion, evidently. To think that men like 
Albert Gleizes, Duchamp, Pierre Du- 
mont, Pieabra, Valenci, might have 
been decent painters ! 

Another show I must not forget is 
that of Baroness Helga von Cramm's 
watercolors, at the Galerie Marcel 
Bernheim, which is well worth seeing. 
Auction Sales. 
The Hotel Drouot has seriously 
opened its doors. The second session 
of the Henri Boucherez sale is going 
well. The prints were sold last sum- 
mer. Antique coins, medals, curios, 
engravings and miniatures are now 
being dispersed. The first day's sale 
produced $2,300. A trial coin dated 
XI Fructidor An VI in pure "Bell 
Metal" fetched $40, and one lot of 
bronze coins $111.

BURNE-JONES AT THE TATE 

Although not large, and by no means 
comprehensive, the present Exhibition 
at the Tate Gallery of the work of 
Burne-Jones is sufficiently well selected 
to give a very fair indication of the 
various aspects of his peculiar genius. 
It would be vain to assert that his can- 
vases make the same appeal as they 
did in the early days of Pre-Raphaelit- 
ism, but nevertheless his extraordinary 
pictorial gift is still there, as undenia- 
ble and as individual as ever it was. In 
addition to the pictures, there are nu- 
merous studies which enable the stu- 
dent to trace the artist's methods and 
observe the painstaking manner in 
which he achieved his ends. The Ros- 
setti influence is strong in the two 
water-colors of "Sidonia von Bork" 
and "Clara von Bork," relics of the 
early days of his art, before it had found 
its perfect expression. A fine study .for 
"The Mirror of Venus," shows the art- 
ist at his best, so far as his modelling 
of the figure is concerned. He seems 
to have never carried out any work 
which was not at least superbly dec- 
orative.

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BUFFALO. 

The Fine Arts Academy will cele- 
brate its fiftieth anniversary next 
month. From its founding with the en- 
thusiasm of youth, through the dis- 
couragements arid struggles of the '60s 
and 70s, up to the time when the mu- 
nificence of Mr. Albright brought re- 
newed hope and light, the Fine Arts 
Academy for half a century, has been 
steadily drawing nearer the goal of its 
ambitions — that elusive goal which is 
at a distance now only through the 
higher aims and even loftier ideals of 
those who have labored so long and 
so hard to make the Academy what it 
is today, the most potent and living in- 
fluence for education of every citizen 
in a finer realization of the good, the 
true, and the beautiful. On Nov. 11, 
1862, when the thunder of the cannon 
at Antietam and Fredericksburg could 
almost be heard, a group of fifteen 
gentlemen, their eyes turned to higher 
things than fratricidal strife and giving 
no heed to the unpropitiousness of the 
time, met in the office of Messrs. Bow- 
en and Rogers, in Erie St., and consti- 
tuted the Academy of Fine Arts, whose 
first president was Henry W. Rogers. 
Only two other cities of the country, 
both infinitely larger in population, can 
claim a similar organization of a date 
prior to Buffalo's. The Metropolitan 
Museum of New York was not found- 
ed until several years later. 

An event of such significance to the 
city and to art deserves, and will be ac- 
corded, a celebration of fitting dignity 
and impressiveness. The form of this 
celebration, chosen is in- singular ac- 
cord with the character of the noble 
Greek temple which has for the last 
seven years been the home of the 
Academy, and the Greek pageant, to be 
given in the Albright Gallery in No- 
vember has been pronounced as the 
ideal manner of commemorating the 
event. It is assured that this celebra- 
tion will be the most interesting art 
event in the history of the city. Jo- 
seph Lindon Smith,, noted for his artis- 
tic direction of pageants and such cele- 
brations in this country as well as abroad, 
and a well-known archaeologist and art- 
ist, came on from Boston to look into the 
matter, and was impressed with the possi- 
bilities for a Greek pageant, presented 
by the sculpture court of the gallery. 
The committee in charge of the event 
consists of Mrs. J. J. Albright, Mrs. 
Charles Cary, Miss Sage, director of 
the gallery, and Messrs. Frederick DeP. 
Townsend, Urquhart Wilcox, Edwin 
S. Dodge, Edward B. Green, architect 
of the gallery, and the president, Mr. 
W. H. Gratwick, and art committee of 
the gallery, consisting of Messrs. W. A. 



I Douglas, W. O. Chapin, and George 
Cary. The music is in charge of Mr. 
William S. Waith, the accomplished or- 
ganist of the First Presbyterian Church, 
and of Mr. Philip Becker Goetz, scholar 
and poet, who has identified his name 
with the gallery by the inspiring hymn 
written for its dedication. The Greek 
dancing will be in charge of Mr. C. H. 
Van Arnum, Jr., which insures the most 
careful attention to every detail. Active 
preparations are being made for the 
event, which will probably be held on 
two nights, the dates now in. view be- 
ing Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, 
Nov. 26 and 27. 

The pageant, however, will not be 
the only means taken to commemorate 
the golden jubilee, for, during at least 
two weeks in November all the special 
exhibitions will be taken down, and in 
their place there will be installed 
throughout the galleries an exhibition 
of all the most worthy pictures ever 
owned by the Academy. It is safe to 
say that the various acquisitions of art 
works have fairly reflected the general 
knowledge and taste of the respective 
years in which they were made, and in 
this retrospective exhibit will be most 
interestingly illustrated the growth and 
development of art culture in Buffalo. 

The 39 works by John Lavery, 
shown at the last Carnegie Display at 
Pittsburgh, now hang in the Albright 
Gallery until November. The display 
is retrospective — it goes back to the 
famous canvas, "The Bridge at Gres" 
(1883), and "The State Visit of Queen 
Victoria to .the Glasgow Exhibition" 
(1888), down to his most recent por- 
traits.
